Dotiglas Haig in his final dispatch, 
just made public, presents a view in 
detail of the expansion and achieve- 
ments of the British army, with many 
remarkable facts and figures, He 
treats the operations of the ‘western 
front as a single continuous campaign, 
in which can be recognized the same 
general features and necessary stages 
that, between forces, of approximately, 
equal strength, have marked all the 
conclusive batt!es of history. 


“The high water ‘mark of our fight- 
ing strength in infantry,” says the 
British commander, “was only reach- 
ed after two and a half years of con- 
flict, by which time heavy casualties 
had already been incurred. It was 
not until midsummer, 1916, that the 
artillery situation became even ap- 
proximately adequate to the conduct 
of major operations. 

During the Somme battle, artillery 
ammunition had to be watched wit 
the greatest care. During 1917, am- 
munition was plentiful, but the gun 
situation caused anxicty. It was only 
in 1918 that artillery operations could 
be conducted without any limiting 
consideration beyond that of trans- 
port.

“is in striking contrast to the force 
of six divisions, comprising some 80,- 
000 fighting men, with which we-en- 
tered the war. That we should have 
been able to accomplish this stupen- 
dous task is due partly to the loyalty 
and devotion of our allies and to the 
splendid work of the royal navy, but

British race in all parts of the world.” 


Veteran Tells of a

military powers in the latter half of 
1918,” he says, “was the logical out- 
come of the fighting of the previous 
two years.

The expansion of British person- 
nel, artillery, ammunition, transport, 
raitwey construction and establish- 
ments of every kind in France is 
dwelt upon by the field marshal, Re- 
garding machine guns, the British 
equipment Myeased from one gun to 
500 infantrymen in 1914 to one to 
twenty infantrymen in 1916, The 486 
pieces of artillery, with which the 
British took the ficld in 1914, were 
represented at the date of the armis- 
tice by 6,437.

Ex-Kaiser Will Be 


Brought To Trial 


Paris. — The responsibility of the 
German emperor for the war and 
the means for bringing him to trial 
by one of the allied governments, 
probably Belgium, had been definitely 
decided upon by the council of four, 
This follows the definite decision on 
the terms of reparations for war dam- 
ages, whereby $5,000,000,000 must be 
paid within the next two years, and 
an inter-allied commission assess the 
remaining damage for a period of 
thirty years, beginning May, 1921. 

Thus, two of the great obstacles 
which stood in the path of the rapid 
attainment of peace have been _ re- 
moved, and the period of extreme 
tension over the inaction and the 
failure to secure tangible results is

Many poultry-keepers in a staat way 
often feel that they would like to invest 
in a setting of eggs, or a dozen day-old 
chickens if they were confident of suecess 
in rearing; but they read or hear so 
much abont the necessity of ample space 
that they give up the idea. Now, there 
is no reason why anyone possessed of a 
piece of clean ground---say, 12 feet wide 
and 5 or 6 yards long---should not rear a 


the riglit way. 

Why so many fail to rear chicks suc- 
cessfully on small areas of land is be- 
cause they Jet the birds have the run of 
the whole space at command, and the 
little chicks have to battle rgainst alk 
sorts of weather conditions and are de- 
prived of all exercise apart from that of 
running around the hard ground.

Plan Barns Better

In less than a year the 
whole herd had to be condemned and 
killed—$100,000 clear loss. 

Now, with a market offering highe: 
prices than ever before for live stock, 
with the consuming markets voicing 
louder appeal for first class stock and 
first class breeding, the wisdom of 
scientifically planned barns that give 
animals the matimum of protection 
and provide for their health and com- 
fort, becomes increasingly apparent. 

Stock is subjected to almost as 
many ‘ailments as humans, Too great 
exposure will sicken animals just as 
it sickens human beings; stagnant air 
will lower vitality in cattle as quickly 
as in ptople,
